Cause of Strike. 


The trouble between the butchers 


and their employers has been o£ sev- 
eral days standing.

The Trouble Today.

.All the -men appeared at their re- 


spective 
places 
of employment at 6 


o'clock this morning, but five minutes 
later, upon learning that the wholesal- 
ers were obdurate they laid aside their 
•aprons and knives, saws and axes and 
walked out. The action was general 
and by 6:15 o'clock not a union man 
•was working at the Stockyards nor in 
the city. 


The proprietors were for a time at 


their wits ends to know what to do 
with their customers' demands, but the 
proprietors in almost every case took 
up the aprons and tools that 'had been 
discarded 
by 
the.men .and went to 


\vork. In this .manner those who called 
for 'their meat could, with some diffi- 
culty be supplied and it was -not an un- 
common thing to see a -hotel man or a 
restaurant "keeper struggling- undey a 
heavily 
lade"n 'basket of beef. They

Becker's Statement.

"I agreed to display the union card Sat- 


urday," .said Backer, as- he -mopped his 
perspiring brow and rested for a sec- 
ond against a, block, "but the men prom- 
ised me that they would handle my stock. 
I had already got in 300 head of cattle 
Friday, ani with such assurances of the 
men I bought fifts' hogs Saturday. They 
have broken thpir agreement and I have 
discarded their union card. 


"J ;lo not anticipate trouble from the 


meat spoiling for a woe-U or poihapt tsvo 
weeks, ami in the meantime 1 will try 
to secure a' now crew. I hav* already tel- 
egraphed to San Francisco and L.OS An- 
geles for men, and'I will telegraph East 
K necessary. There is no fear of the 
wholesalers giving in iE they commer.ca 
the iight, and I therefore laid In a stock 
of union meat to guard against this dif- 
ficulty,' but the men went back on their 
word'and refused to handle oven union 
meat. Had it no-t been for their assur- 
ances-I would not have signed their agree- : 
ment Saturday.

Hon. Giles H. Gray, a member of the

Gray made the following- address on 
behalf of ithe Board of Education: 


This is the first ' occasion when the 


public have been invited to attend the 
closing exercises of our Evening School, 
and just what l a m expected to. say has 
not been intimate:! to me. But there 
is a subject upon wihieh I would like 
to speak, and ithat is 'the importance of 
the .Evening School and its relation to 
the School Department and the Day 
School. And I want you all to know- 
that we have an Evening School, and if 
you need more education, that we want 
you to come and join tt. 


"Twelve pupils ihave on this day fin- 


ithe course of study of tho Com- 


mercial Class, and are to receive at this 
.time certificates fleclaring their profi- 
ciency in the work of the Commercial 
Department. 


A COMMERCIAL CLASS. 


Now. 
a woi-J to the pupils who are 


about to gradua-te. 
' 


"You 
are all from the -Commercial 


Class. The certificate which 'has been 
handi-d to you does -not indicate that 
your education is complete; that would 
be impossible-. There is no man whose 
education is complete. But you have 
•completed the course of study in the 
•department of this school, which you 
entered. There is much for you to learn 
5-et. and having accomplished so much 
i'. is likely you -will want ito study 
longer, and-in other subjects. Earnest 
»:tudy brings love for more study. 


' These times demand of men and wo- 


men a littler educational equipment 
than was formerly required. Now cvsry 
American man and woman must have 
eome education,. and a.t least 
read, 


write and perform simple 
arithmetic 


problems, in order 'to find employment. 


"The days of 
the wooden warship, 


when sailors sailed the ship, and the

horses, but now that duty must be per- 
formed by a motor-man, who fully un- 
derstands the laws and uses o£ elec- 
itricity, and is a competent mechanic. 


THE SCHOOL TEACHER. 


Formerly ,a school teacher was com-

of the mind 'without the school I'oom 
as we|l as within it and beyond the 
teacher as well as from 'him. 
"It is a mistake to suppose the use- 


fulness of an education la limited ito the 
fact, which a student can remember, 
and carry away with :him from school. 
It is the mental training which is of 
value to the students. When the stu- 
dent in algebra or geometry has worked 
out his problcvn on paper, the paper has 
no value, but tho mental training dur- 
ing the work of a successful solution of 
the problem, in-ill remain with him, and 
assist to solve other problems, not only 
in the subjects mentioned, but in other 
subjects. That successful 
effort gives 


great pleasure and satisfaction, and is 
mental training, and strengthens in the 
student the power and ihabit of think- 
ing.

Proprietors Are Forced to Cut Their Own 


Meat-Oakland Wholesalers Waiting 


to Hear From San Francisco. 


What promises to become a

Cause of Strike. 


The trouble between the butchers 


flnd their employers has been of sev- 
t-nil days standing. 
The men asked 


lor a shorter day. not going' to work

in the afternoons. They also demand- 
ed that the shops be closed at 9 in- 
stead of in o'clock on Saturday even- 
itigs.

The First Strike. 


By noon Saturday the proprietors of 


all of the large shops of the city had 
agreed to unionize their shops.

C'ompany. the Oakland JlCat Company 
and Slater walked oat.

H was the first time !te had cut any 
meat in twenty years, but he worked 
with a will and with the assistance of 
a couple of cash 'boys and two strang- 
ers who asked for work, he was able 
to serve the hotel and restaurant men 
who 
were depending upon him for 


their day's meat. He did not attempt 
to deliver nor to serve his regular re- 
tail customers. 


Becker's other two large shops re- 


mained closed throughout the day. 


Strikers Amused, 


The sight of Becker at' work fur- 


nished considerable 
amusement 
for 


the strikers, most of: whom were con- 
gregated either in front of the shop or 
in their headquarters in Becker's Hall 
overhead. 


"I like to see 
that," said -one of 


them as Becker appeared, struggling 
under a huge beef and perspiring free- 
ly. "Becker has watched me work for 
twenty years, and it's fun to stand 
around in my best suit of clothes and 
see him do a little 'hard graft.' "

And I want you all to know 
that, we have an livening; School, and if 
you need more education, that we want 
you to come and join k. 


"Twelve pupil.s ihave on this day fin- 


ished ithe course of study of the Com- 
mercial Class, and are to receive at this 
-time certificates declaring- their profi- 
ciency in the work of the Commercial 
Depa-rtment. 


A COMMERCIAL, CLASS. 


Now. a worO to the pupils who a^e 


about to graduate. 


"i'ou are all from the Commercial 


Class. The certificate which has been 
handed to you does no-t indicate that 
your education is complete; that would 
be impossible. There is no man whose 
education is complete. But you have 
•completed the course of study in the 
ftenartmi'nt of tnis school, which you 
entered. There is much for you to learn 
>et. and having accomplished so much 
I1, is likely you will 
want, rto study 


I'.-nger, and in other subjects. Earnest 
r-iudy brings love for more study.

TRAINING OP MIND. I 


"Education is the 'training of the 


mind. Books and lectures are only a 
part of an education. .There is a growth 
of the mind .without the school room 
as well as within It and beyond the 
teacher as well as from 'him. 
"It is a mistake to suppose the use- 


fulness of an education Is limited ito the 
fact, which a student can remember, 
and carry away with 'him from school. 
It is the mental training which is of 
value to the students. When the stu- 
dent in algebra or geometry has worked 
out his problo.n on paper, the paper has 
no value, but the mental training- dur- 
ing the work of a successful solution of 
the problem, 'will remain with him, and 
assist to solve other problems, not only 
in the subjects mentioned, but in other 
subjects. That successful effort gives 
great pleasure and satisfaction, and is 
Tiental training, and strengthens in the 
student the power and ,-habit oC ihink- 
'ng.
